When government becomes the boss of medical 
practice— whether 'through outright socialization or 
some other form of domination— the standards of care 
Inevitably decline. 

That isn't just a theoretical argument. We have 
witnessed It In Britain's socialized medicine program. 
Observer after observer has reported that doctors have 
been grossly overworked, that there has been a dan- 
gerous decline In time and facilities for research, and 
that masses of paiients have been receiving Inadequate 
care. In addition, the taxpayers have been socked 
hard to meet the costs. . ; 

. An interesting sidelight on communist medicine, 
which is 100 per cent government dictated, comes from 
Bart N. Stephens, a Public Affairs Officer for the U. 
S. Information Agency, who recently returned from a 
tour of duty in Salonika, Greece. At the Salonica In- 
ternational Trade Fair the Soviets had a huge propa- 
ganda exhibit designed to show the superiority of 
Russian goods and services.* Many of the wares on 
exhibit, he said, were inferior to those presently on the 
Greek market. Then he added: "An American naval 
medical- officer who visited the Russian exhibit with 
me said- that 'the operating room equipment was simi- 
lar to that used by the American doctors thirty years 
ago. He pointed out an operating table where the" 
doctor had to crawl back and forth under it to adjust 
it."' 

That operating table is sjmxbolic of, what happens 
when government takes over, and power-hungry bu- 
reaucrats made the decisions and give the orders,

Government Monopoly Is the Worst 

President Eisenhower succinctly explained one 
big reason for his opposition to monopolistic federal 
power development In these words: "Monopoly is 
always potentially dangerous to freedom — even when 
monopoly is exercises by government." 

Of this, the Saturday Evening Post said editorial- 
ly, "Indeed President Eisenhower might have said 
'particularly when exercised by government.' Gov- 
ernment can restrain private monopoly, but who shall 
restrain the excessts ot government monopoly?" 

The Post is 100 per cent right. The power of law 
has been used, with full success, both to break up pri- 
vate monopolies where they existed and to prevent the 
creation of new monopolies. In the case of the power 
industry and other utilities the problem has been 
solved by state and federal regulation that sees to it 
that the consumer gets the right kind of service at 
the right price. 

Any government-owned enterprise is beyond the 
Teach of the people. To alt practical purposes, It is 
often also beyond the effective reach of Congress or 
the Executive branch. If federal domination is exer-

They have simply never heard of such a thing 
as service over there. What do you mean, were -the 
rest rooms clean? They never heard of rest. rooms . . . 
As for the TBA — as we call tires, batteries and acces- 
sories sales — they never heard of that either.'! ;

service.: The' first movement.rto--' 
ward instrumental music in'

church, but was: used. In King's 
Chapel In Boston, This was the 
'same organ that fascinated young 
Benjamin Franklin and - sounded 
the dirge for George Washington.

Crossing is Latest 

. AKRON, Ohio— This city, the 
rubber center of the world, now. 
has the first rubber railroad cross* 
,lng 'the world. 

Installed on the mala trick of 
the Erie Railroad, the material 
for. the crossing roadway was sup- 
plied by the Goodyear Tire At 
Rubber Company. 
V'Aj automobiles roll smoothly 
over the tracks, engineers predict 
that the rubber Installation will ,; 
eliminate one. of the major irrita- 
tions of motorists and prove as a - 
boon to railroads through greatly 
reduced maintenance expenses. 

Possibilities for similar Installa- 
tions include thousands of "places 
where streets and highways cross 
railroad tracks throughout the 
country; railroad station areas. 
where passengers and baggage 
trucks must cross one or more 
sets of tracks, and factory receiv- 
ing and shipping areas where simi- 
lar conditions are encountered. 
■ The rubber vehicular roadway 
between the tracks la built with 
slabs - of rubber measuring 36" 
wide x S9" long. They are three 
inches thick, with heavy, gauge 
steel sandwiched within each slab, 
The ' rubber roadway .rests on: 
treated wooden planking and. slab's 
have tapered flanges Which meet 
the tails 'to. form a watertight' 
wedge. 

Litterbag Suggested 
For Car Litrerbugs 

CHICAGO— Lltterbugs are really 
not bu'ga— they're people. 

They arc persons who throw 
away Items like orange peels, pa- 
per handkerchiefs, empty cigar-;- 
ette packages.

Later expeditions confirmed 
that this shoal was maintaining 
its strength.
